MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows: 16

PROVISIONS OF THE ADMINISTRATIVE PROCEDURE ACT. 20 

 

 (B) IF A CLAIMANT REQUESTS A HEARING AFTER THE BOARD HAS 21 

ISSUED PROPOSED FINDINGS OF FACT, CONCLUSIONS OF LAW, OR ORDERS, THE 22 

BOARD SHALL HOLD A HEARING IN ACCORDANCE WITH THE APPLICABLE 23 
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PROVISIONS OF THE ADMINISTRATIVE PROCEDURE ACT BEFORE THE BOARD 1 

ISSUES FINAL FINDINGS OF FACT, CONCLUSIONS OF LAW, OR ORDERS. 2 

 

 (C) Within 30 days after the final decision of the Secretary, a claimant 3 

aggrieved by that decision may appeal the decision under §§ 10–222 and 10–223 of the 4 

State Government Article. 5 

 

 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect 6
